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FOREWORD 


Once again the museum welcomes the 
opportunity to exhibit in its galleries the 
paintings, collages, sculptures and mosaics 
selected for the Annual of the San Fran- 
cisco Art Association. Open as it is to artists 
of the United States the value of this ex- 
hibition to the artistic life of the Bay Area 
is far reaching. Its importance to the artists 
is indicated by a steady growth in the num- 
ber of submissions. This year, 1,444 works 
were received from the artists, of which 173 
examples of paintings and collage and 79 
sculptures and mosaics were accepted by 


the jury. 


The exhibition owes its importance first of 
all to the high quality of works submitted, 
and we are indebted to all those artists who, 
by entrusting their efforts to the action of 
the jury, have made the exhibit possible. 
From these works the exhibition has been 
given its final form by the considered and 
sensitive judgments of Lloyd Goodrich, Di- 
rector of the Whitney Museum of American 
Art, New York City. Invited as juror by the 
San Francisco Art Association, Mr. Good- 
rich brought to this arduous task his expert 
knowledge and unflagging enthusiasm for 


the work of American artists. We are deeply 


grateful to him for the care and judgment 
with which he discharged this exacting re- 


sponsibility. 


This exhibition, and others of its kind, serves 
an essential function. Because it is open to 
all who may wish to enter, it keeps the way 
open for the recognition of the new insight, 
the growth in stature of the established 
artist, the advent of a new talent. It is in 
such shows that any significant change in 
the direction of artists’ thinking may well 
first appear. Its form grows from our aware- 
ness of the dynamic and evolving character 


of creativity. 


Jury exhibitions are sometimes referred to 
as competitions. To seek out the finest it is 
true that the process of selection must be 
rigorous, but for those who see the result 
it is important to remember that these 


paintings and works of sculpture were not 
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conceived in competition with each other. 
Rather the artist has pitted his skill and 
sensitivity against a challenge inherent in 
the creative process—against the un- 
formed, the uncreated. Artists do not come 
together for painting competitions like 
skiers gathering for a downhill race. The 
creative goal is won in the studio when the 
inner experience is given its valid and 


meaningful external form. 


And so the works of art in this or any exhibi- 
tion are in certain essential ways unique 
and incomparable. Each should be seen for 
itself and for the kind of excitement it alone 
can evoke. From this may then come a 
sense of a shared direction or directions, an 
emerging trend. This sense of evolving 
movement or change each visitor in the gal- 


leries may enjoy seeking for himself.
